Rifai delivers King’s 
message to Assad

DAMASCUS — Syrian President Hafez A1 
Assad on Tuesday received a message from 
Elis Majesty King Hussein de aling with 
Jordanian-Syrian relations and means to 
restore Arab solidarity and joint Arab act- 


The message was delivered to 
President Assad by Prime Min- 
ister Zaid A1 Rifai, who told rep- 
orters upon his arrival in Dam- 
ascus earlier on Tuesday that it 
also contained an invitation by the 
King to the Syrian leader to visit 
'.‘Jordan — his second homeland." 

Mr. Rifai arrived at the head of 
a high-level delegation for talks 
with his Syrian counterpart. 
Abdul Raouf A] Kasm. The two 
prime minister held a round of 
talks immediately after Mr. Rifafs 
arrival and President Assad rec- 
eived the Jordanian prime min- 
ister later in the day. 

Mr. Rifafs talks with Dr. Kasm. 
which were attended by senior off- 
icials from both sides, covered bil- 


ateral relations and means to 
boost cooperation between the 
two countries, the Jordanian News 
Agency, Petra, said. 

They also made a general rev- 
iew of the political situation and 
recent developments in the Mid- 
dle East Petra said. 

The meeting with President 
Assad was attended only by Dr. 
Kasm and Royal Court Chief 
Marwan Al -Jasem. 

The Rifai- Kasm meeting lasted 
45-minutes. The talks were con- 
tinuing on Tuesday evening.lt was 
also announced that separate 
meetings would be held between 
ministers from both sides to dis- 
cuss ways to bolster cooperation in 
various fields.

AMMAN — In a speech assessing 
the m^iact of the 03 boom, He 
Royal Highness Grown Prince 
Hassan on Tuesday emphasised 
foat development is not a panacea 
for the Arab World’s social, eco- 
nomic, and political ills and that it 
; must be accompanied by a gen- 
uine evolution of the gov- 
ernmental decision-making pro-, 
cess so that those who seek change 
may do so within the system rather 
than by confronting it 

In a wide-iangiqg address at the 
opening session of a conference 
entitled "Beyond the 03 Boom: 
Economic. Social, and Political 
Implications," the Crown Prince 
examined the political, economic 
and soda! implications of the end 
offoeoflboominfoe Arab World. 

The one-day conference, co- 
sponsored by Jordan University’s 
Centre for Strategic Studies and 
■Georgetown University's Centre 
for Contemporary Arab Studies 
(OCAS), was held at the Uni- 
versity of. Jor dan to mark the J 0th 
anniversary of the founding of 
CCAS at foe Washington. D.C.. 
institution. 


'■'’’In his analysis of the likely imp- 
act of the end to the ofl boom in 
foe Arsh World, Prince Hassan 
cautioned against over-hasty cries 
of “recession,"' "downturn.” or 
“decline" and described dev- 
elopment as a complicated and 
uneven process which cannot be 
adequately assessed in foe sim- 
plistic framework of statistics or 
Western-oriented modernisation 
theory. 

Prince Hassan called on foe 
Arab countries to look at their sit- 
uation in “a perspective of ‘com- 
plementarity’ rather titan a ‘com- 
petitive 1 ' or ‘protectionist* ' out- 
look. The future of all foe cou- 
ntries of foe region (whether o3 
rich. labour-supplier, or less- 
developed) is closely interlinked. 
Solutions should not be sought in 
one country or category of cou- 
ntries at foe expense of foe others. 
Otherwise such so-called ‘sol- 
utions’ can render everybody 
worse-off." 

With regard to foe strategic sig- 
nificance of foe end to foe o3 
boom. Prince Hassan questioned 
(he widely-held premise that foe 
predicted recession and decline in 
o3 prices will redcue Arab str- 
ategic leverage cm foe West and 


particularly the United States. He 
asserted that the so-called inc- 
rease in leverage produced by the 
oil boom had actually achieved 
very little, and that “the strategic 
importance of our region is not 
confined to ofl. as crucial as that 
resource has been in the 20th cen- 
tury. From time immemorial this 
region and its peoples enjoyed a 
leverage of power and influence 
for geo-political considerations. 
Geography has bestowed, and' 
world power conflict insures its 
strategic significance, thus the lev- 
erage its people enjoy irrespective 
of ofl and foe boom it eng- 
endered.” 

Prince Hassan further noted 
that oil. trade, and investment 
have bound foe Eastern Med- 
iterranean. foe Red Sea. and foe 
Gulf regions even more closely 
together in the strategic sense, 
consequently ensuring continued 
superpower interest and com- 
petition in foe Middle East. 

In his discussion of foe socio- 
political implications of the oil 
boom and its decline. Prince Has- 
san commented that “rapid eco- 
nomic development has created as

In other developments related 
to the Middle East peace process, 
an Israeli newspaper reported 
Tuesday that Richard Murphy, 
assistant secretary of state for 
Near Eastern affairs and special 
American envoy to foe Middle 
East, is expected to visit foe region 
next week to renew his efforts to 
set up a joint Jordanian-

Parliament acclaims King’s 
statement on ties with Syria

AMMAN — The Upper and 
Lower Houses of Parliament on 
TUesday voiced total and una- 
nimous support for His Majesty 
King Hussein's message to Prime 
Minister Zaid Al Rifai and des- 
cribed.it as heralding a new era of 
relationship between Jordan and 
Syria. 

The King's message, sent to Mr.

They also hailed foe res- 
umption of brotherly ties between 
Jordan and Syria. 

Following are major excerpts 
from foe Senate’s cable to the 
King which was signed by Senate 
Speaker Ahmad Al Lawzi: 

“It is a pleasure for me as well as 
for all members of the Senate to 
express our trust and respect in 
your wise leadership. We always 
feel honoured by your national 
stands to achieve a better future 


for Jordan and for all the Arab 
countries. 

“In our reply to the speech from 
the Throne delivered by Your 
Majesty at the official rec- 
onvening of Parliament we off- 
ered full support to foe progress of 
talks between Jordan and Syria for 
foe sake of resuming foe brotherly 
ties which bind both countries ana 
for achieving more honour for the 
Arab Nation. 

“Today, the Senate sees in your 
letter to Mr. Rifai a new era bet- 
ween foe two countries which each, 
one of us had hoped to see. The 
new relations between Jordan and 
Syria will also open new ways to 
realise hopes which all of us had 
hoped to see. We are aware of 
Your Majesty’s continuous efforts 
to build brotherly ties between 
Jordan and Syria as well as Jordan 
with every brotherly Arab state. 

Your Majesty has always sho- 
wed sincere keenness in mai- 
ntaining a vigorous path for foe 
Arab marches. Your Majesty has 
also shown constant attention in 
patronising all joint Arab efforts.. 
Your stand steins from your noble 
ideals, which are part of Jordan's 
trust in following foe path of foe 
Great Arab Revolt 

“Your Majesty has always been 
the protector or our creeds and 
religion from all evildoers, tro- 
ublemakers and fundamentalists. 
Your actions are based on your 
belief that our beliefs are the sym- 
bols of our civilisation.” 

The Lower House, which held 


an urgent session Tuesday mor- 
ning to discuss foe King's message 
to Mr. Rifai. Speaker A kef Al 
Fayez and deputies also voiced 
their support to foe King's mes- 
sage ana fas keenness on restoring 
Jordanian-Syrian relations. 

Following are major excerpts 
from the House's cable of support 
to King Hussein:

A British embassy spokesman 
contacted by telex in the Liberian 
capita], Monrovia, said there had 
been shooting at the executive 
mansion. But an Elwa broadcast 
monitored in Gambia said foe 
com was bloodless. 

The Liberian news agency 
LINA, also contacted by telex, 
said Doe’s overthrow was greeted 
with joy and spontaneous street 
demonstrations in Monrovia. 

Rejoicing Liberians also mas- 
sed outside the headquarters of 
foe Liberian Action Party, bel- 
ieved by diplomats and foreign 
journalists to have been foe true 
winners of controversial elections 
last month officially won by Mr. 
Doe.

He warned that anyone found 
looting would face foe full force of 
foe law, clamped a dusk-to-dawn 
curfew on foe country, sealed land 
borders and shut airports. 

Gen. Ouiwonkpa called on foe 
armed forces, the police and the 
security agencies to join in “foe 
liberation of our people from fear 
and brutality." 

He said all officials of the for- 
mer regime should be arrested and 
taken to foe executive mansion. 


The British embassy spokesman 
said there was evidence of troop 
movements in foe capital and 
radio reports said foe city was sur- 
rounded by armoured cars. 

Gen. Junvonkpa. believed to 
be aged 32, was sacked from the 
armed forces in 1983 after ref- 
using the bureaucratic job of 
secretary-general of foe now- 
disbanded People's Redemption 
Council (PRC). Mr. Doe later off- 
ered $10,000 for him dead or 
alive. 

Until his forced exile. Gen. 
L/uiwonkpa. who has a reputation 
for honesty in a country where 
corruption is rife, was seen by 
many army officers as a more pal- 
atable alternative to Mr. Doe. 

Mr. Doe's 1980 coup was wel- 
comed by most Liberians as foe 
end of oligarchic rule by des- 
cendants of the freed black Ame- 
rican slaves who founded foe nat- 
ion 133 years earlier. 

; But his rule was era tic and aut- 
horitarian. 

There have been at least half a 
dozen reported coup attempts 
against him. some real but most 
imaginary and designed to eli- 
minate his early allies. 

Mr. Doe himself has survived 
several assassination attempts. 

Presidential and legislative ele- 
ctions were finally held on Oct 15 
but were marred by widespread 
fraud. 

Mr. Doe was declared winner of 
the presidential poll with 51 per 
cent of the vote but his three cha- 
llengers refused to accept foe res-' 
ults.

UAE, Turkey urge end to Gulf war 


p ABU DHA BI (R) —Turkish Pre- 
sident Kenan Evren and United 
Arab Emirates (TJAE) President 
Sheikh Zaid Ibn Sultan AI Nah- 
ayan stressed the need to end the 
five-year-old I ran -Iraq war in 
talks here Tuesday, the Emirates 
News Agency (WAM) said. 

Diplomatic sources said tec- 
hnical committees also met to fin- 
alise details of a S 1 00 million joint 
investment company between the 
two countries. 

UAE Minister of State for 
' Foreign Affairs Rashid Abdullah 
A I Nuaimi told WA M the two lea- 
ders had discussed “the need to 
end the bloodletting of this des- 
tructive war going on between two 
Muslim countries." 

Turkey is an active member of 
the Organisation of Islamic Con- 
ference (OIC) Peace Committee 
trying to end the conflict. Like the 
UAE. it has good relations with 
both Iran and Iraq and has often 
. been cited -as a potential mediator. 

Papal plot trial < 

ANKARA ( R) —The judge and a 
prosecutor in the papal shooting 
plot trial arrived in Turkey from 
Rome Tuesday to question two 
key witnesses. 

Court President Severino San- 
tiapitfii and public prosecutor 
Antonio Marini, who flew to Ist- 
anbul on their way to Ankara, 
want to see whether Turkish und- 
erworld boss Abuzer Ugurlu and 
convicted killer Omer Ay can shed 
ljght on the case. 

Both have been named by con- 
victed Turkish gunman Mehmet 
Ali Agca as his co-conspirators in 
the near-fatal shooting of Pope 
John Paul II in the Vatican's St 
Peter’s Square in May 1981. 


But both countries feel that a 
new peace effort would not suc- 
ceed unless both Iran and Iraq 
welcome it. diplomats say. 

Mr. Nuaimi said the two pre- 
sidents also discussed ways of boo- 
sting ties between Islamic states, 
and the need to recognise Pal- 
estinian rights in any solution of 
die Middle East conflict. 

Closer ties with Islamic states 
have been a central goal of Tur- 
kish foreign policy in recent years. 

Mr. Nuaimi told WAM trade 
and economic ties were given spe- 
cial attention in the talks, which 
are designed to expand on an eco- 
nomic cooperation agreement 
readied during Sheikh Zaid's visit 
to Turkey in August 1984. 

Turkish exports to the UAE 
have jumped nearly 20-fold since 
1982. when they amounted to less 
than $10 million, to a projected 
S180 million at the end of this 
year. 


Joint projects under discussion 
indude an alumina plant in Tur- 
key using bauxite reserves to 
make feedstock for an aluminium 
smelter in Dubai. 

The two countries have also dis- 
cussed plans for a joint shipping 
company. There is at present no 
scheduled shipping service bet- 
ween them, with mosr Turkish 
exports — mainly food and car- 
pets — arriving m the UAE bv 
road. 

Turkish officials have been anx- 
ious to attract new investment cap- 
ital from Arab oil producing sta- 
les, especially in the industrial and 
tourism sectors. The UAE is alr- 
eady the largest Gulf investor in 
Turkey. 

Gen. Evren. who leaves for an 
official visit to Pakistan on Thu- 
rsday. is accompanied by Foreign 
Minister Vahrt Halefogfu and 
Energy andl Natural Resources

They are not among three Turks 
who. with three Bulgarians, are on 
trial for conspiring with Agca to 
kill the Polish-bom Pontiff.

Agca escaped from an Istanbul jail 
that year and was later sentenced 
to death in absentia for Ipekcfs 
murder. 

Ugurlu is alleged to have arr- 
ange! payment to Agca of 2.000 
West German marks (then about 
SlJ 000) in the summer of 1980 


when Agca was s g in Sofia, 
the Bulgarian capital. 

Agca has said he was there 
under the protection of Turkish 
underworld figures who put him in 
touch with the Bulgarian Secret 
Service which in turn ordered him 
to murder the Pontiff. 

Another Turkish underworld 
leader, Bekir Celenk. was une- 
xpectedly returned to Turkey by 
Bulgarian authorities last July. He 
was an absent defendant in the 
Rome trial but died in October 
before the court could question 
him. 

Agca has alleged that Omer Ay 
was with him in St. Peter's Square, 
at the time of the shooting. 


ATO calls 
for greater 
cooperation 
in Arab 
tourism 

AMMAN (Petra) — An ext- 
raordinary general assembly mee- 
ting held by the Arab Tourism 
Organisation (ATO) concluded in 
Amman Tuesday with par- 
ticipants issued recommendations 
calling for continued ‘.contacts 
with regional and international 
tourism organisations and for 
admitting Palestine as member of 
the World Tourism Organisation. 

According to Dr. Abdul Rah- 
raad Abu Rabah. ATO’s secretary 
general, the general assembly 
meeting also recommended the 
formation of a committee to est- 
ablish contacts with Arab cou- 
ntries and to request them to pay 
their financial commitments to the 
ATO. He said that the meeting 
deferred until next year a debate 
on a general ATO programme and 
amended a number of ATO sta- 
tutes and bylaws. 

The general assembly meeting, 
he continued, recommended that 
contacts be made with the World 
Tourism Organisation to adopt 
Arabic as an official language dur- , 
ing the organisation's del- i 
iterations. Participants approved 
■5outh Yemen's proposal to hold 
the third normal general assembly 
session in Aden in February 1986 
and also approved the study of a 
general plan to help Arab cou- 
ntries promote their tourism sec- 
tors. 

The general assembly meeting 
was opened by Minister of Tou- 
rism Mohammad AI Khatib Mon- 
day evening in the presence of 
Tunisian Minister of Tourism and 
Traditional Industries Izzeddin 
A I Shalabi. 

In his address to the audience. 
Mr. Khatib. stressed the need to 
promote the tourism industry of 
tiie Arab Worl as be said that tou- 
rism constitutes a basic element in 
the economies of Arab countries 
and highlights their culture and

Tripoli claims Bakoush cooperates 
with Libyan security services 


1 TRIPOLI, Libya (AP) - Libya 
claimed Tuesday that a man said 
by Egypt to have been the target 
of a Libyan assassination squad 
actually cooperates .with Libyan 
security services. 

The official JANA news agency 
said the tnan. former Libyan 
Prime Minister Abdul Hamid 
Bakoush. was a “burnt-out card" 
of no use to Egyptian intelligence. 

Egyptian officials announced 
Monday that security police thw- 
arted the assassination of Bakoush 
and arrested four Libyans. Egy- 
ptian Interior Minister Ahmad 
Rushdy said the group was one of 
seven four-man teams trained by 
the government to assassinate exi- 
led opponents of Libyan leader 
CoL Muammar Qadhafi. 

The JANA report, attributed to 
the agency’s “political editor." did 
not directly deny the Egyptian 
charges. It reiterated Libya's thr- 
eat “to eliminate its enemies, ins- 
ide Libya and outside iL" 

A number of anti-Qadhafi exi- 
led Libyans have been shot over 
the years. 

But JANA said the “time has 
come for Egyptian intelligence to 
know" that Bakoush “arrived in 
Egypt with the help of tbe Libyan 
security services and be is still 
cooperating with them" and is all- 
owed to return to Libya whenever 
he wishes. 

Reached ■ by the Associated 
Press in Cairo for comment on 
JANA's allegation. Mr. Bakoush 
said. “ What can I say? I don’t need 
to introduce you to Qadhafi. He is 


a professional terrorist. If be bad 
said anything else. I would have 
„been surprised. This is unb- 
elievable. and it is not even worth 
a comment." 

Mr. Bakoush, the last prime 
minister under Libyan King Idris 
before Qadhafi overthrew the 
mo nar chy in 1969, has lived in 
Cairo since 1977. 

A previous attempt on his life 
bad been reported in November 
1984. Tripoli Radio announced 
that Mr. Bakoush had been killed 
but two days later Egyptian off- 
icials produced him, unharmed, at 
a news conference. 

Egypt Tuesday prepared to cha- 
rge four Libyans over an alleged 
plot to kfll Libyan exiles and pol- 
ice said they would warn other 
countries that Tripoli planned 
more covert operations. 

The four 'arrested men were 
being questioned on charges of 
criminal complicity, attempted 
murder, illegal possession of wea- 
pons and illegal eqtry into Egypt 
Attorney-General Raga’a AI 
Arabi told Reuters. 

He said the investigation was in 
its early stages and it would be 
some time before an official ind- 
ictment was released. 

Police officials said they pla- 
nned to warn several unnamed 
West European countries of pla- 
nned plots against Libyan exiles 
on their territory, but gave no det- 
ails. 

Britain among others accused 
Jadhafi last year of sending killers ■ 
to eliminate opponents. At least 


nine Libyan exiles were killed in 
Europe in 1980. A Bonn court 
Monday sentenced a Libyan to jail 
for life for murdering an exile last 
ApriL 

Mr. Rushtfi said 50 exiled Lib- 
yan dissidents were lunching at a 
ranch near Alexandria last Wed- 
nesday when tiie gunmen moved 
in. 

Plainclothes police hiding in an 
ambulance rammed their car as it 
drove up to the ranch and arrested 
three of the gunmen. The fourth 
surrendered after a 1 5-minute gun 
battle, he said. 

Sub-machine guns, hand gre- 
nades. ammunition and pistols fit- 
ted with silencers were found, a 
ministry statement said. 

It was not dear whether other 
arrests had teen made. Tbe gov- 
ernment released the names of 
four detained Libyans although 
Mr. Rushdi told reporters earlier 
there were five. 

Officials said Col Qadhafi. 
stung by his latest failure, was 
expected to retaliate. The four all- 
eged plotters were members of 
Libya's anti-terrorist agency and 
had spoken of other groups being 
trained for terrorist acts in Egypt, 
they added. 

President Hosni Mubarak war- 
ned Col Qadhafi last year that 
Egypt would retaliate strongly if 
its territory were violated. 

Egypt and Libya have been riv- 
als in Arab politics for a decade" 
and fought a short border war in 
1977. 


Sudanese authorities suspected U.N. 
agency of encouraging Falasha exodus 


KHARTOUM (R) — Sudanese 
authorities suspected a United 
Nations agency of encouraging 
Ethiopian Jews (Falashas) to cross 
into Sudan as a first step to moving 
them abroad, according to a doc- 
ument read in court hercTues day. 

A secret memorandum written ' 
in August 1984 by Ismail Ibrahim, 
head of the Sudanese Refugee 
Commission in the eastern town erf 
Gedaref. said international relief 
organisations had been making 
concerted efforts to attract Fal- 
ashas. across. the. border, posing . 
serious political problems for 
Sudan. 

The memorandum was read 
durmg the continuing trial of for- 
mer ■ Vice-President Omar AI 
Tayeb for treason over his alleged 
role in the airlift of thousands of 
Falashas to Israel. 


‘‘There are dear suspicions that 
the office of the UN. High Com- 
mission for Refugees in Gedaref 
helped in moving the Falashas in 
one way or another."’ Ibrahim 
wrote. 

In one case an international 
organisation smuggled 600 Par- 
ashas out of Sudan through Port 
Sudan on the Red Sea wtule sec- 
urity forces were preparing for 
May revolution celebration last 
year, he added. 

Earlier in Tuesday’s session 
witness Mbusa Ismail said that 
Tayeb. during a visit to the Central 
Intelligence -Agency (CIA) hea- 
dquarters near Washington last 
'Mkrcfa. had' been deeply imp- 
ressed by a 250-metre private 
tunnel to CIA Director Williams 
Casey’s suite of offices. 

Tayeb said he would instal a 


similar tunnel to his offices in a 
State Security Service complex he 
proposed to build in Khartoum 
with $2 millio n he allegedly rec- 
eived from the U.S. for his role in 
moving the Falashas. Ismail tes- • 
tified. 

I smail, head of the Liberation 
Movements Department in the 
security service, told the oourt he 
personalty attended the emb- 
arkation of 450 Falashas left in 
Sudan after the evacuation of 
6.150 of them was reported in tbe 
international press. 

He said five U.S. Air Force 
C-130 transport planes took die 
Falashas from Azaza Airstrip near 
Gedaref on March 22 in an ope- 
ration overseen by about five 
American officers, one of whom 
was in direct telephone contact 
with Washington via satellite.

Anglican 
envoy 
arrives 
in Beirut 
today 

LONDON (AP) - A special 
envoy to Archbohop of Can- 
terbury Robert Runde will fly to 
Beirut on Wednesday after rec- 
eiving an encouraging message 
from Muslim captors holding four 
U.S. hostages, the church ann- 
ounced Tuesday. 

“Mr. (Terry) Waite has rec- 
eived a message from the group 
(bolding the hostages) which enc- 
ourages him to believe that a visit 
to Beirut wiU be worthwhile at this 
time." 1 said a statement released 
by Lambeth Palace, residence of 
the head of the Anglican Church. 

The statement said Mr. Waite, a 
veteran negotiator in hostage cri- 
ses. decided to leave after "having 
had further contact with the group 
holding the hostages." 

On Saturday. Archbishop Run- 
de appealed for an urgent face- 
to-face meeting between the kid- 
nappers and Mr. Waite after rec- 
eiving a letter urging him to int- 
ervene from the lour Americans, 
who have been held captive for 5 
to 10 months. 

“Due to the extreme sensitivity 
and dangerous nature of the sii- 
uatkm. Terry Waite makes a per- 
sonal appeal to representatives of 
the media for their understanding 
and cooperation, particularly on 
his arrival in Beirut, where the 
success of his mission depends on ' 
reasonable privacy." the sta- 
tement said. 

The hostages are Terry And- 
erson, chief Middle East cor- 
respondent for the Associated 
Press (AP). tiie Reverend Law- 
rence Jenco. a Roman Catholic 
priest; David Jacobsen, director of 
the American University Hospital 
in Beirut; and Thomas Sut- 
herland. the university's dean of 
agriculture. 

A fundamentalist Shfite Mus- 
lim group Islamic Jihad has cla- 
imed responsibility for the kid- 
napping and said the Americans' 
freedom depends on the release of 
17 comrades convicted in Kuwait 
of bombing the U.S. and French 
embassies in December 19S3. 
Kuwait has refused to release the

; Mr. Waite, who is Archbishop 
Runcie’s secretary for Anglican 
Communion Affairs, is due to fly 
direct to Beirut from London's 
Heathrow Airport on Wednesday 
morning.

Greater Amman 

AMMAN (J.T.) — Hie go-ahead 
has been given for' the formation 
of a unified administration for the 
Greater Amman region and 
Amman Mimicjpalitjr wfll soon 
begin contacts for. implementing 
this decision, acccording to mun- 
icipality sources in Amman. 

. .The approval for the unified 
administration system came dur- 
ing a meeting held by the higher 
committee for the development of 
Greater Amman which met under 
the chairmanship of Prime Min- 
ister Zaid Al Rifai at A mman 
Municipality .on Monday evening. 

The discussions at the meeting 
covered the formation of the new 

administration, and the limi ts of 
the Greater Amman zone in acc- 
ordance wthtb a plan prepared by 
a special 'study team formed ear- 
lier. 

Municipality sources said con- 
tacts wiQ'be made with the Min- . 
istry of Municipal and Rural Aff- 
airs and the Environment and the 
Amman governor's office to sec- 
ure the equal representation of all 
districts in the new. unified adm- 
inistration. 

At the outset of the meeting 
with the prime minister. Amman 
Mayor Abdul Ra’ouf AI Raw- 
abdeb presented an outline of the 
scheme which, he said, would def- 
ine Amman’s zones for the coming 
25 years. He paid tribute to the 
team which prepared foe plan and 
voiced his appreciation to the gov- 
ernment for its assistance to the 
municipality, enabling the mun- 
icipality to the government for its 
difficult tasks and to offer better 
public services. Included in the 
higher committee are the min- 
isters of municipal and rural aff- 
airs and the environment, public 
works, finance and industry and 
trade.

After the oil boom: an uncertain future

AMMAN — The impact of the 
.end of the oQ boom in the Arab 
World was the topic for discussion 
and debate at a conference held at 
Jordan University on Tuesday. 

“Beyond the Oil Boom: Eco- 
nomic. Social, and Political Imp- 
lications'* was co-sponsored by 
Jordan University's Centre for 
Sttategic Studies and Georgetown 
University’s Centre for Con- 
temporary Arab Studies and bro- 
ught together nine experts from 
the Arab World and the United 
States to assess the political, eco- 
nomic, and soda! situation of the 
Arab World as the era of see- 
mingly unlimited oil revenues 
draws to a close. 

The following excerpts from the 
presentations of two speakers at 
the conference provide a glimpse 
of the difficulties and challenges 
conf ronting the post-oil boom 
Arab World. 

After His Royal Highness 
Crown Prince. Hassan delivered 
his opening address to the con- 
ference (see page 1), Dr. Tho- 
mas Stauffer presented perhaps 
the. most sobering assessment of 
the likely consequences of the end 
of the oil boom in the Arab World. 
The Harvard-educated economist 
spoke on “Oil Dependence: Sym- 
ptoms and -Consequences." out- 
lining die changes wrought by the 
.-“oil decade" -following the- 1 973 ■ 

.Arab .Oil Embargo..-. . 

. . Dr. Stauffer noted that the oil 
markets axe very different , now 
than during the last half of the 
1 970s.In spite of the fact that“for 
most consumers, the dependence 
on o3 is no less than it was five 
years ago.** both volume of pro- 
duction and prices are way down, 
reducing the oil-producing cou- 
ntries* revenue by a factor of two. 


Dr. Stauffer also pointed out 
that the U.S.' is no longer vul- 
nerable to the Arab “oil weapon." 
because it now obtains most of its 
imported oil from Canada and 
Mexico. 

While the U.S. is less dependent 
on Arab oil than previously, the 
oil exporting countries that have 
undertaken rapid development 
schemes are now completely dep- - 
endent on oil revenues to finance 
that development 

The situation is even worse, 
according to Dr. Stauffer, for the 
so-ealied rentier countries such as 
Jordan. Egypt and North Yemen. 
Theirs is “not only a broader, but a 
deeper dependence" produced 
by an artificially high, exo- 
genously financed level of eco- 
nomic activity which creates dis- 
tortions harmful to the rentier 
economies’ domestic production. 

Dr. Stauffer warns that the mul- 
tiplier effect of rising revenues 
also applies to falling revenues for 
those countries in which the eng- 
ine of growth has been exogenous 
remittances and aid. 

Dr. Stauffer concluded with the 
prediction that die political bur- 
den of adjustment to declining oil 
revenues may fall hardest not on 
the oil producing countries but on 
the rentier states. The oD pro- 
ducing nations can adjust by slo- 
wing the pace of development and 
sending home expatriate workers. 
The rentier states, in most cases. 

- have not developed the industrial 
base to. accommodate these .-ret- 
urning workers, and face the pro- 
spect of a return to^orraalqriijut 
at the much higher level of exp- 
ectations induced by the oil boom 
prosperity. 

' In the realm of international 
politics, the oil boom, following on 
the heels of the politically suc- 
cessful October War of 1973. ush- 
ered in an era of Arab efforts to 


find a way to peace with Israel by 
employing the good offices of the 
United States, according to Dr. 
Saad Eddin Ibrahim of the Arab 
Affairs Unit at the A 1 Abram Cen- 
tre for Political and Strategic Stu- 
dies in Cairo. 

Dr. Ibrahim, speaking on 
“Arab and American Public Opi- 
nion: A Case Study of Dis- 
cordance.” pointed to the 
diametrically-opposed reactions 
of the Arab and the American 
publics to recent events in the 
.Middle East, in particular the int- 
erception of the Egyptian airliner 
by U.S. fighter planes in the aft- 
ermath of the A chille Lauro affair, 
as evidence of a growing gulf bet- 
ween the United States and the 
Arab World. 

This follows more than a decade 
of efforts by the moderate Arab 
states to rehabilitate the U.S. 
image in the Arab World, said Dr. 
Ibrahim. After the 1 973 war Arab 
leaders, led by Egypt’s Anwar 
Sadat, sought U.S. help in forging 
a peace settlement with Israel. 
Where the Soviet Union had been 
the Arab ally in war. the moderate 
Arabs then hoped to make the 
U.S. its ally for peace. 

These efforts began to founder 
at the end of the 1970s as high- 
level U.S. interest dwindled and 
the U.S. became increasingly 
tolerant of Israeli aggression. 

Dr. Ibrahim sa&the result has 
been “the squeezing of the Arab 
moderates’’" as the yield of ten 
years of moderation is'-inc-- 
reasingly perceived by the Arab 
people as either nothing or as neg- 
ative (e-g. greater dependency). 

Dr. Ibrahim holds up the case of 
Egypt as the clearest man- 
ifestation of this problem. Anwar 
Sadat offered the Egyptian people 
the dream of peace and prosperity 
in partnership with the U.S. —and 
neither promise was delivered. 


Rifai delivers King’s message to Assad

The Rifai- Kasra meeting cm 
Tuesday was the third between the 
two prime ministers. The first two 
meetings were held under the aus- 
pices of an Arab reconciliation 
committee headed by Saudi 
Crown Prince Abdullah Ibn 
Abdul Aziz- .The committee was 
charged by the August 1985 ext- 
raordinary Arab summit in Cas- 
ablanca with settling Syria’s dif- 
ferences with Jordan and Iraq. 

Syria’s differences with Jordan 
stemmed from Damascus* acc- 
usations in 1979 and 1980 that 
Jordan was harbouring elements 
opposed to the Assad gov- 
ernment. Relations were further 
strained by Jordan’s support for 


Iraq in the Gulf war. in which 
Syria supports Iran. Furthermore. 
Syria and Jordan also differed 
over Middle East peace efforts. 

A statement following the last 
meeting in Riyadh between Mr. 
Rifai and Dr. Kasm focused on 
points of agreement on Middle 
East peace, saying die two sides 
had reiterated their commitment 
to an Arab peace plan adopted at a 
summit in Morocco on 1982. 

The King said on Monday Syria 
was right in saying that subversive 
elements opposed to the Syrian 
government were based in Jordan. 
He said Jordan was unaware of the 
truth and pledged to crack down 
on all such elements which sought 
to sow dissension between Jordan 
and Syria or Jordan and any other 


Arab country. 

The King’s move was widely 
welcomed by the Syrians. 

Pales tinian newspapers in East 
Jerusalem on Tuesday welcomed 
the Jordanian-Syrian rap- 
prochement. 

Al Fajr said it hoped the rap- 
prochement would put an end to 
what it terms as Syria’s deviation 
from Arab consensus on peace 


It urged unifying the Arab pos- 
ition in time for the Geneva sum- 
mit between President Reagan 
and Soviet leader Mikhail Gor- 
bachev next week. 

Al Shaab said that Arab unity 
has always been a Palestinian 
demand.

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Silar Wars at the summit 


IT IS becoming increasingly clear that the Geneva summit 
between Mr. Ronald Reagan and Mr. Mikhail Gorbachev on 
Nov. 19-20 will most likely end in pedantic dialogues without 
contributing anything substantial towards nuclear dis- 
armament. The pre-summit confabulations and consultations 
on either side lend credence to such a view. Instead of focussing 
on such concrete measures as a comprehensive nuclear test 
ban, a complete freeze on the production of unclear weapons, 
and means of their delivery and a substantial redaction in 
gris ting stockpiles, the U.S. on the one hand has geared np its 
negotiating machinery to prop up the Star Wars programme at 
the summit and the Soviet Union on the other hand has been 
preparing to undermine it from taking shape in space. 

Although Mr. Reagan has accepted in principle the 50 per 
coat cuts of missil es and warheads suggested by Mr. Gor- 
bachev, the U.S. has been vociferous in advocating its need for 
-a space-based nuclear defence shield to guarantee world sec- 
urity. The Soviets have called into question the legitimacy of 
such programme as some of the 15 nuyor technology projects 
connected with the Star Wars programme are said to be in 
contravention of the Anti-Ballistic Missile treaty (ABM) of 
.1972, under which the U.S. and the Soviet Union agreed not to 
“develop, test, or deploy ABM systems or components which 
are sea-based, air-based, space-based or mobile land-based.” 

Circumventing international treaties and interpreting them 
to suit vested interests of the superpowers, however, is not 
something new as is so evident from the way they ha ve be en 
manipulating the nuclear Non-Proliferation Treaty (NPT) of 
1968 to which both are signatories. They have been flouting 
Article VI of the NPT which states that “each of the parties to 
the treaty undertakes to pursue negotiations in good faith on 
. effective measures relating to the cessation of the midear arms 
race at an early date and to nuclear disarmament.” Ironically, 
their pretext of not abiding by the treaty is always their concern 
for international security! 

The question is not just the ABM or the NPT. Even if Mr. 
Reagan wants to roD back the iStar Wars programme, he might 
not be able to do it since behind this project lies the garg antuan 
pressure from the mititaiy-industrial-academic- congressional 
complex which has multi-billion dollar stakes in the Star Wars, 
it is often the profit motives of diverse interest groups within 
the U.S. that determine mnlti-bQlion budget allocations for 
various projects — whether or not acceptable from a moral 
point of view. Of course, moral values are ineffective, as they 
say, against profit, and the race can be slowed down only if new 
technologies become unprofitable. It is far from evident wbe- 
tfer this would be the case with the Star Wars programme and 
tbs upcoming cnmmit in Geneva in a week's time.

Craxi holds the rein 
despite dissension

ROME — Bettino Craxfs five- 
party Italian government, toppled 
last month by the Achille Lauro 
hijack drama, has picked itself up 
again, but deep mistrust between 
the coalition allies threatens its 
long-term survival. 

Socialist Leader Craxi and Cir- 
iaco de Mjta, head of the dom- 
inant Christian Democrats, were 
squabbling within 24 hours of the 
parliamentary vote of confidence 
that resurrected the 27-month-old 
administration last Friday. 

- The dispute has long dogged 
relations between the two parties: 
Whether the Socialists are firmly 
committed to the centre-left all- 
iance that has ruled Italy for dec- 
ades. or are plotting a deal with 
the opposition Communists. 

This was seen by political com- 
mentators here as a more serious 
problem than differences over 
Middle East policy, the issue 
which led the government to res- 
ign on October 17. 

The resignation was necessary 
because the Republican Party 
withdrew from the cabinet. Eve- 
ntually the government parties, 
who also include the Social Dem- 
ocrats and Liberals, made up their 
differences, allowing their res- 
ignation to be set aside. 

The Republicans, who believe 
jCraxfs policies are too pro-Arab, 
had pulled out saying they were 
not consulted over a decision to let 
Palestinian leader Mohammed 
(Abu) Abbas, alleged by Was- 
hington to have planned the hij- 
ack. leave Italy. 

For many politicians, the crisis 
has been aggravated, if not partly 
caused, by Craxfs abrasive per- 
sonal style and in particular bis 
rough treatment of his arch pol- 
itical rival. Republican leader 
Giovanni Spadolini. the defence 
minister. 

In a chamber of deputies (lower 
house) confidence debate last 
Wednesday, Craxi defended the 
Palestinians' recourse to armed 
struggle in support of their cause, 
although he also said it would not 
solve the Middle East problem. 

This appeared to contradict a 
policy document previously agr- 
eed by the coalition partners 
which said the Palestine Lib- 
eration Organisation (PLO) sho- 
uld only be involved in the peace 
process if it renounced violence. 

But government politicians 
objected to Craxi’s remark mainly 
because it seemed aimed at hum- 
iliating Spadolini. Craxi rubbed 
salt in the wound by saying that 


Giuseppe Mazzini, a 1 9th century 
hero of Italian unity seen by the 
Republicans as a spiritual anc- 
estor. had supported political ass- 
assinations. 

The outraged Republicans and 
the Socialists’ other dismayed all- 
ies were nevertheless forced to 
vote for the confidence motion for 
lack of any alternative. 

With a major debate looming 
on the 1986 budget, containing 
vital measures to curb inflation 
and public spending, no one could 
afford a fresh government col- 
lapse. 

In a senate debate on Friday. 
Craxi partly recanted and swore 
allegiance to the joint coalition 
policy document, but com- 
mentators said the political wou- 
nds had not healed. 

The Christian Democrats str- 
ongly disapproved of the prime 
minister’s treatment of the Rep- 
ublicans but fear even more that 
his remarks on the Middle East 
could herald an attempt to flirt 
with the Communists, who war- 
mly applauded him. 

The Communists have long 
been trying to lure the Socialists 
into a left-wing “alternative" all- 
iance excluding the Christian 
Democrats. 

In a television interview on Sat- 
urday. De Mita said Craxfs pol- 
icies did nothing for government 
stability. “It is immoral to practise 
one policy with us and plot ano- 
— ther in the'coriidore.”he said. 

Craxi, whose administration 
next Friday will become the 
longest-lasting' in post-war Italy, 
reported that if he continued to 
face such hostility. “I fear that 
everything wfll end up by being 
put into discussion.*" 

Some analysts think Craxi. 
whose handling of the Achille 
Lauro affair has been generally 
approved in opinion polls, wants 
general elections soon to try to 
improve the socialist share of 
some 12 per cent of the vote. Oth- 
ers believe he may really throw in 
bis lot with the Communists. 

But most think he is simply try- 
ing to play on his pivotal role bet- 
ween the Christian Democrats 
and Communists. 

The daily la Republica com- 
mented: “The Christian Dem- 
ocrats are wrong if they think that 
Craxi will officially break up the 
coalition. And the Communists 
are wrong if they think that the 
Socialist leader will become a tool 
in their bands for the alternative 
they want so much. 

“Craxi wfll continue along his 
road, using both of them as the 
need arises.’" 


Puzzling connections

lN unexpected political triangle 
lvolving Harvard University, Isr- 
ei. and the CIA was exposed last 
eek when the Harvard student 
ewspaper documented CIA- 
mdmg for the university’s pla- 
nned conference on Islamic fun- 
damentalism. 

The university first denied, then 
later admitted receiving $45,000 
in CIA funding, which had been 
concealed from participants, and 
the publicity prompted more than 
half of the programmed speakers 
and discussants to withdraw in 
protest. The conference, entitled 
“Islam and politics in the con- 
temporary Muslim world,” had 
been promoted by Professor 
Nadav Safran. director of the 
Harvard Centre for Middle Eas- 
tern Studies, an Egyptian-born 
Israeli who left Egypt before 1948 
to fight in the Hagannah and acq- 
uired U.S. citizenship in the 
1960s. The guidelines for con- 
ference speakers, who were each 
offered $1,000 in honoraria, foc- 
ussed on the “causes of the Islamic 
ferment’" ' and die “short and 
medium-term implications for the 
U-S,”The conference was closed 
to Harvard students but included 
as invitees staff of the Tel Aviv 
Strategic Centre and the head of 

of the*^^eo^?d?pmie min- 
ister. 

Thirteen of the 20 speakers, inc- 


luding both Jews and non-Jews, 
withdrew and boycotted the mee- 
tings. Some, including the two 
Arabs invited, feared being com- 
promised tty the association with 
the CLA, while other objected to 
Safran’s “unethical behaviour 1 " in 
concealing the CIA link. Other 
revelations followed, including 
the public circulation of copies of a 
contract between Professor Safran 
and the QA for a book the pro- 
fessor wrote in 1982 on Saudi 
Arabia, which the QA subsidised 
to the tune of $107,000. It was 
further bruited that Safran’s ear- 
lier conference on Saudi Arabia 
and tiie Gulf, in cooperation with 
the Institute for Strategic Studies 
in Israel, may also have had either 
Israeli or QA backing, or both. 

Other Harvard faculty mem- 
bers fear that this prominent con- 
nection with the UA jeopardises 
Harvard’s access to the Middle 
East and the ability to pursue inn- . 
ocent research. 

Quite' unresolved is a related 
question raised by 8' number of 
academics — why did the QA 
choose Nadav Safran for these 
projects, given his demonstrable 
lack of expertise in the field? The 
rationale is indeed puzzling, unl- 
ess this pattern of support rep- 
resents an effort within the QA to 
build legitimacy for a Middle East 
programme which is otherwise 
characterised as “anti- Arab” and 
•'pro -Zionist” — Middle East Int- 
ernational, London. 


will not trait its crimes, terrorist 
activities and acts of piracy, 
and will not hesitate to send its 
warplanes to strike again at the' 
PLO throughout the Arab 
World. 

The United States’ stand 
towards the PLO farther enc- 
ourages the Israelis, and gives 
the Zionists a green light to 
pursue their goals. Washington 
continues to offer protection 
and ' justifications for Israel's 
acts of terrorism. 

What is difficult to com- 
prehend. however, is thatsome 
Arabs still believe that Israeli 
raids are directed only against 
the PLO and its members, 
whom the Americans and Isr- 


aels describe as terrorists. But 
it is quite obvious to all that last 
month’s air raid on Tunis was 
directed primarily against the 
sovereignty of an Arab state. 
Delegates to the United Nat- 
ions General Assembly said 
that tiie raid was basically aga- 
inst Tunisia, and the general 
debate that followed in the 
Security Council was based on 
this conviction. 

Therefore, ■ and in acc- 
ordance with Arab norms and. 
principles, this raid has served 
as a flagrant aggression on the 
Arabs as a whole, an agg- 
ression that has enjoyed unl- 
imited support and backing 
from the United States. 


With reference to the Sec- 
urity Council, one should emp- 
hasise, however, that it was due. 
to Tunisia's firm stand and its 
announcement that it would 
sever relations- with Was- 
hington that actually stopped 
the U.S. administration from 
resorting to veto to kill the 
council’s resolution that con- 
demned Israel's raid. The U.S. 
ad minist ration was also afraid 
that a break in diplomatic rel- 
ations with Tunisia would be 
copied by other Arab states in 
similar occurrences. The cou- 
ncil's condemnation of Israefs 
raid only because of the 
Arab firm stand. This success 
underlines the fact that any 
■ turn stand on the part of the 


Arab nation vis-a-vis Was- 
hington would dampen Ame- 
rica’s support for Israel's agg- 
ressiveness. The Arabs possess 
vast resources and tremendous 
economic power to WH Was- 
hington's vetoes at any future 
Security Council debates. 

Needless to say. that the cou- 
ncil's resolutions do dot and 
wfll not deter Israel from car- 
rying on its aggressive policies 
against the Arabs in general 
and the Palestinians m par- 
ticular. But there is nothing 
that can stem Israel's arr- 
ogance and irresponsible beh- 
aviour as serious Arab pre- 
paredness and reponsiMc and 
firm stands. 



Marcos manoeuvres to undercut 
opposition and appease U.S.

MANILA — In a manoeuvre as 
finely crafted as any in his 20 years 
as Philippine President. Fer- 
dinand Marcos appears to have 
undercut his opposition as well as 
moved to appease U.S. alarm over 
the stability of his. govern menL 

By calling an election some 15 
months. before his six-year term 
expires. Marcos hopes to pre- 
empt his fractious opponents, 
prove he still commands the sup- 
port of Filipino voters and con- 
vince the United States he is still 
very much master of his house. 

He said he wants a fresh man- 
date from the people to show that 
he is on the right track in tackling 
the Philippines’ chrome economic 
problems, domestic unrest and 
worsening communist insurgency. 

At the same time, the 68- 
year-old president would use the 
campaign period to demonstrate 
that, contrary to periodic rumours 
here and abroad, he is not ser- 
iously ill or on the brink of death. 

A draft bill being sent to the 
national assembly in the next day 
or two sets January 17 as the pro- ■ 
posed election. date for a president 
and vice-president, a post that was 
abolished when Marcos ruled by 
martial law between 1972 and 
1981. 

Palace lawyers believe they 
have avoided constitutional obs- 
tacles by having Marcos also send 
along a post-dated letter of res- 
ignation that would become eff- 
ective only after the election is 
held and the winner sworn in. 

Government officials reckon 
the assembly will approve the bill, 
possibly within a couple of weeks. 
But they concede the date might 
be moved to February or even 
March to allow the opposition at 
least a chance to get organised. 

They also foresee a challenge in 
the supreme court to test the con- 
stitutionality of the bill. But they 
expect the 14-member Marcos- 
appointed panel to reject it. 

The opposition had been hag- 
gling for months over how and 
who to nominate to challenge 
Marcos in the event of a snap ele- 
ction or in May 1987 if he went the 
full term. 

The president’s opponents 


seem to have whittled down the 
list to a handful of possibles —and 
two highly probables. But they 
face a tough task trying to tackle 
the Marcos political apparatus in 
organisation and cash. 

Insiders believe that given the 
time the opposition has to get org- 
anised. it wfll be hard pressed to 
raise the money- to mount an eff- 
ective camp aign against Marcos 
and the well-oiled machinery of 
hiSmlling Newi Society Movement 
(KBL). 

. But political analysts also bel- 
ieve Marcos himself might have 
serious problems of his own if 
there really is an election eprly 
next year. 

Some suggest there might not 
be a vote at all — that instead 
Marcos might switch tracks and 
call a national referendum asking 
voters only to judge “Yes’"' or 
“No’"'to his record. It would be 
easier than going into a hugely 
expensive ballot box battle, esp- 
ecially with the economy still In 
the doldrums. 

In some areas, particularly 
those reliant on sugar as a staple 
product, there is unemployment, 
discontent and hunger as industry 
grinds down. New investment is 
scarce and serious foreign debt 
problems are far from resolution 
despite pleas from international 
institutions for action. , 

Insurgency by the Communist 
New People’s Army (NPA) is 
growing although the government 
says there have been “mass sur- 
renders’*' by allegedly dis- 
enchanted rebels and sym- 
pathisers. There are signs that 
Muslim secessionists in the sou- 
thern Philippines migh t become 
active again after a period of com- 
parative quiet. 

Along with the other problems. 
Marcos has to contend with the 
shadow of former Senator Ben- 
igno Aquino, the president’s arch 
political foe until he was murdered 
at Manila airport in August 1 983. 

But Aquino’s 52-year-old 
widow Corazon is very much alive 
and might be a contender for the 
presidency in the election. 

A verdict is expected soon in the 
'trial of. 26 men accused of inv- 
olvement in the Aquino kilting . 

Among those charged as an 
accessory is General Fabian Ver. a 
dose confidant of the president, 


wbo is on leave as armed forces 
chief of staff. 

If Ver is acquitted and rei- 
nstated — Marcos has promised 
he wfll return to his post if he is 
deared — there could be a hostile 
response among young officers in 
the armed forces who are pressing 
for reforms. 

It would also upset the United 
States which has said Vet's rem- 
oval is important in truly ove- 
rhauling the military and has been 
pushing for a satisfactory con- 
clusion to the Aquino case. 

Marcos has denied that Was- 
hington put pressure on him to call 
an election or be firmer in making 
major political, economic and mil- 
itary reforms. 

But during the past few months 
there have been unmistakable 
signs of U.S. concern at his pro- 
gress in tackling those issues and 
in his ability to deal adequately 
with the NPA, wbo are seen as a 
growing menace to the gov- 
ernment. 

The interest of the United Sta- 
tes is reinforced by its large fin- 
ancial stake in the Philippines and 
its two big mflitary bases north of 
Manila, which are a key to its sec- 
urity system in Asia and the Pac- 
ific. 

Marcos has said U.S. con- 
gressmen and other observers 
would be welcome to watch foe 
elections to see that they are “free 
and fair and impartially mon- 
itored" ' 

Philippine elections have a not- 
orious reputation for campaign 
and voting day mayhem although 
Last year’s national assembly ele- 
ctions were generally judged rem- 
arkably dean. 

The most-tipped duet to cha- 
llenge Marcos and his as yet unk- 
nown running mate seem to be 
former senator Salvador Laurel 
and “Cory” Aquino. 

Laurel, 55. leader of foe United 
Nationalist Democratic Org- 
'anisation (UNIDO), foe largest 
opposition bloc in the assembly, is 
already running as nominee of his 
own group. 

Mrs. Aquino has not committed 
herself, But a “Draft Cory” cam- 
paign claims to have collected 
almost a million signatures, which 
foe has said foe must have before 
agreeing to run. 


Some analysts believe Cor 
Aquino would have to head thi 
ticket to give it real strength, evet 
though she is inexperienced in tin 
tough, sometimes brutal, world o 
Philippine politics. 

It is uncertain that Laurel woulc 
easily accept playing second fid 
die. unless on exceptional terms 
and a woman president could rut 
counter to the Philippines' 
“macho” image. 

But many analysts believe Mrs 
Aquino could profitably draw « 
the emotional appeal of her w id 
owhood and her husband's mem- 
ory, as well as her political “inn 
ocence.” to offset mistrust the] 
say is felt for Laurel, a forma 
KBL member of the national ass- 
embly. He quit the assembly afte 
the Aquino murder. 

Still unclear is foe position the 
banned Communist Parly and tlx 
NPA might take on elections, « 
well as foe stand of the mflitani 
left-wing National Democratic 
Front which the government view: 
as a Communist cover group. 

Clandestine party publication* 
have said that in local govemracoi 
elections due next May, the} 
would support candidates wfac 
were “genuinely nationalist anc 
anti- Marcos.” 

Sources with links to foe ext- 
reme left said it might be ready tc 
do a deal with an an li- Marcos tic- 
ket. under certain conditions 
More, likely, it would stand aside 
and let those it terms “bourgeois 
reformers'* fight it out. 

Against all that, some analyse 
believe Marcos could still not have 
an election at alL 

One well-informed source sug- 
gested that the election campaign 
might be stretched, ostensibly tc 
accommodate the opposition can- 
didates. Iu foe meantime, the sup- 
reme court could uphold a cha- 
llenge to foe special election Ian 
and rule it unconstitutional. 

Marcos would then call off the 
election and instead hold a ref- 
erendum, simply as king voters il 
they approve of his government. 

He would then b! able to tell 
critics he had tried but was unable 
to have an election, he had proved 
foe independence of foe judiciary 
and he had secured a popular 
mandate to stay in office until his 
regular term runs out in 1987.

WARSAW (R) - Zbigniew Mes- 
sner. Poland’s new prime minister,

Before 1981, Messner was a 
respected regional activist anc- 
hored in the southern region of 
Silesia where he was rector of the 
Higher Economics School in foe 
industrial city of Katowice.

.itburo. foe party's inner cabinet 

At the start of 1982. he took

BRAZZAVILLE, Congo — Sixty 
per cent of Congo, on die north 
bank of the mighty River Zaire in 
Central - Africa, is covered with 
forest.. But earlier this year. Pre- 
sident Denis Sassou Nguesso pla- 
nted the ten mSlicmth tree in an 
ambitious reforestation pro- 
gramme. 

There are 20 million hectares of 
forest and woodland in the Peo- 
ple’s Republic of-Congp. although, 
nearly eight mil Son hectares are 
considered unusable com- 
mercially because they are in 
swampy or mountainous regions. 

Xn recent years virtually- all 
Congo's export earnings have 
been from off-shore oil, but tim- 
ber is the .next most important 
export. At the present rate of ext- 
raction. “it would take over seven 
centuries to exhaust Congo’s for- 
estry resources.'* according to one 
expert. 

But the one and three-quarter 
million people of Congo, who live 
in a country two-thirds the size of 
France, are already experiencing 
the problem of deforestation.

French aid and government 
money has financed the planting 
of over 9,000 hectares so far. with 
a specially developed eucalyptus 
hybrid.

Eucalyptus plantations have 
been heavily criticised in other 
countries, because the fast- 
growing trees require so much 
water that they can desiccate the 
soil. But here officials contend 
that the advantages of eucalyptus 
outweigh the disadvantages. Bec- 
ause of the tropical climate and 
type of tree, the area of plantation 
required to supply the factory will 
be seven times less than it would 
be in a temperate country. 

It was on one of the eucalyptus 
plantations, about 24 kilometres 
from Pointe Noire, that Nguesso 
was shown on local television and 
in foe press, planting -his ten mil- 
lionth tree to oelebrate foe U-N. 
Food and Agriculture Org- 
anisation's “Internationa] Year of 
the Forest.” 

Even before the eucalyptus sch- 
eme comes fully on stream, for- 
estry and timber-using industries

Archaeologists hunt ‘culture’ of man’s earliest ancestors

BERKELEY. Calif. Nicholas 
Toth has hundreds of questions 
rattling around in his brain, but 
they all boil down to this-one: 
What was life like for early hom- 
inids. those pre-human ancestors 
who lived in eastern Africa about 


1 .5 to 2 million years ago? 

Toth and his wife. Kathy Schick, 
are research scientists at the Ins- 
titute of Human Origins here, and 
the preoccupation they and a few 
others have with the “culture" of 
hominids represents a major cha- 
nge in the way scientists study 
early man. 

So different c it. in fact, that

between 300,000 and 400,000 years old, discovered with elephant 
bones fat Spain. The archaeologists, working here in die National 
Archaeological^ Maseran in Madrid, are taking- to find out what life 
was Hke for the earliest humans. 


unlike most researchers in the 
field who call themselves pal- 
eoanth ropologists o.r pal- 
eontologists (students of fossilised 
bones). Toth and Schick consider 
themselves archeologists. They 
are students of the lifestyles and 
cultural remains of those 
upright-walking ancestors of 
modem Homo sapiens. 

Still questioning 

Though there are still many 
questions remaining to be settled 
about just exactly when and how 
one hominid group evolved into 
another. Tofo and Schick consider 
foe big paleoanforopological que- 
stions essentially resolved. 

“We have a general sense now 
of how old things are and. alt- 
hough there are a lot of gaps to fill 
in. how humankind spread from 
one place to another over time;” 
says_Toth. sitting, in his boae- 
duttered laboratory. I— 

„ “There seems to: be little doubt; 
in most people's minds that tool- 
making hominids originated in 
Africa and spread to Eurasia and 
uitimatefy to the New World in 
fairly recent periods. There’s been 
a shift in anthropological thinking 
toward looking at other aspects of 
lifestyles, to see how we can use 
foe physical evidence left at arc- 
heological sites to start inferring 
behaviour.” 

That physical evidence consists 
primarily of bones — both those of 
hominids and of foe animals they 
ate — and stones, especially the 
stones they used, however pri- 
mitively. as tools. 

Studying early man in this way 
raises questions that are different 
from questions of which hominid 
evolved from what Give Tofo and 
Schick a moment, and foe que- 
stions that concern them come 
pouring out 

"What were they eating?” Toth 
asks. “Were they hunters or sca- 
vengers? Their social behaviour: 
How similar or different was it 


from humans or apes? What was 
the ecology of foe animal? What 
types of environment did they 
occupy? How large was their 
range? What were their mov- 
ements like during a day's time? Is 
there any evidence for what we 
sometimes call non-utilitarian 
behaviour: ritual, religion, foe 
concept of an afterlife?” 

How did they think? 

"Did they have a developed lan- 
guage?” Schick adds. “What was 
their thin king capacity like? Did 
they hunt? Did they eat a lot of 
meat, or were they primarily veg- 
etarians?” 

The questions are endless, the 
evidence skimpy and too easily 
open to misinterpretation. Toth 
and Schick are all too aware of 
that. 

“It could be that 9(Lper cent of 
foeir technology was m wood or 
leather or bone,” ’ Toth admits. 
“And either foe material won't be 
preserved over time, or we wou- 
ldn't recognize them as tools. 
We're seeing only foe tip of the 
iceberg.” 

The other important task is to 
put foe physical evidence in foe 
context of the hominid site. Where 
are foe remains located on foe 
landscape? A re they on a river sys- 1 
tern, or a lake? What kinds of ani- ' 
mals and plants were nearby? Is 
there evidence of what foe climate 
of foe time was Hke? 

“Our approach to archeology is 
very different from someone stu- 
dying foe Maya or California Ind- 
ians. because we cannot make any 
assumptions about what these 
creatures were like in this time 
period.” Toth notes. 

“Sometimes when you're loo- 
king at foe remains of these ind- 
ividuals. their culture looks just 
slightly subhuman, and maybe, 
they aren’t really all that int- 
elligent I have a feeling that if you' 
could go back and look at these

individuals, they would seem very 
precocious in many ways and very 
dim-witted in others.

“By doing this exp- 
erimentation. we can kind of put 
ourselves in foe minds of foe hom- 
inids better and say. ‘Why did they 
do that?' And then we say. *Oh. I 
know why. because they were but- 
chering foe animal this way.' or. 
'This is the kind of artifact they 
were probably trying to make.' " 

Not all their experimen ration 
involves prehistoric sites, how- 
ever. Toth has a notion to give a 
bunch of bones to a dog kennel, to 
let a big range of dogs of different 
sizes chew on them. 

“It's a very quick and dirty way 
of getting a carnivore sample.” he 
points out with a gleam in his eye. 
"You'd have thousands of bone 
fragments to analyse in a very 
short period of time.” 

It sounds like an odd way to 
study foe behavior of 1.5 million- 
year-old human ancestors, but 
every bit of evidence helps. 


China embarks on 
major housing reforms

PEKING — China has set in mot- 
ion major reforms aimed at sol- 
ving one of foe country’s most ser- 
ious problems — an acute housing 
shortage in its cities, home to 200 
million people. 

The government has declared 
that housing must be “com- 
mercialised,” which means a dra- 
stic expansion of private housing 
and an increase in public housing 
rents which are among foe lowest 
in foe world. 

“We have spent billions on new 
building since 1 949. but we have 
nor solved foe problem of housing 
for foe people." Chai Junyi. dep- 
uty director-general of Peking's 
Housing Bureau, told Reuters. 

He said the capital's five million 
residents now each had an average 
of 5.9 square metres (63 square 
feet) of living space, compared 
with 4.7 square metres (50 square 
feet) when the Communists came 
to power in 1949.Tn that time the 
population has more than dou- 
bled. 

Wang Ying, a city official said: 
“Housing in Peking has always 
been tight and after the Com- 
munist victory in J 949 there were 
no control on family size, so peo- 
ple had up to six children. Those 
children are reaching marriage 
age and need bousing.” 

He added that there had been 
almost no construction at all thr- 
oughout foe country during the 
radical cultural revolution from 


The unit invests in bousing 
which is allocated to its staff at 
rents around five yuan ($1.60) a 
month for a two-bedroomed flat. 

The government wants to raise 
such nominal rents — average 
monthly income in cities is about 
70 yuan ($22) per pereoo — and 
encourage foe sale of flats to ten- 
ants. 

An economic report approved 
by foe Communist Party recently 
complained that the present cen- 
tralised housing system and low 
rents were imposing an increasing 
financial burden on the state. 

“Rents will be raised. But we 
must be very careful, look first and 
then take a step forward." said 
Chai. 

Wang said raising rents after 36 
years was an extremely sensitive 
issue but essential to stimulate the 
housing market. “If public rents 
are too low. people will not want 
to buy their own home.” he said. 

Chai said it was official polity ro 
sell flats to foeir tenants. 

One-third of the price is met by 
the Lenant and foe rest by his work 
unit. The tenam repays the work 
unit, usually by instalments, and 
foe apartment then becomes ent- 
irely his to sell or pass on to family 
members. 

Chai said a rwo -bedroom flat of 
about 40 square metres would cost 
around 8.000 yuan ($2,550). 

A bout eight per cent of Peking's 
housing is now privately owned., 
with more people wanting to buy 
than there are homes available, he 
added.

ression and charm. 

Shoushounova and Ome- 
liantchik. who burst unannounced 
on the gymnastics stage when they 
took last June's European cha- 
mpionships by storm, each struck 
gold Sunday night to take their 
personal totals to three. 

Omeliantchik. the 15-year-old 
darling of the crowd, stole the lim- 
elight when she scored a perfect 
10 to win die floor title. 

It was her second maximum 
mark of the championships and. 
her dazzling routine denied Sho- 
ushounova the tide tty the nar- 
rowest of margins. 

But the 16-year-old from Len- 


ingrad had already secured victory 
over Olympic champion Ecaterina 
Szabo of Romania in the vault 
final with a couple of refined eff- 
orts. 

Omeliantchik’s 10 was only die 
seventh of the week here. At the 
Los Angeles Olympics (here were 
51 perfect marks, but a stricter 
marking system was in effect 
there. 

The other 10 of the night was 
darned by petite Romanian Dan- 
iel a Silivas — a definite star of the 
future. 

Her purposeful performance on 
the beam swept her to her first 
world championship gold, once 
again at the expense of Szabo.

Egyptian prime minister pledges 
to improve climate for investors 


LONDON (R) — Egyptian Prime 
Minister Alt Lutft. appointed two 
months ago with the task of res- 
cuing his country from an imp- 
ending economic crisis, said Tue- 
sday he was determined to imp- 
rove the climate for foreign inv- 
estors in Egypt. 

In an interview in the Financial 
Times newspaper. Mt. Lutfi ple- 
dged to smooth out the bur- 
eaucratic obstacles which he ack- 
nowledged often deterred foreign 
investors. 

His other priorities aimed at 
easing inflationary pressures, hard 


currency shortages and an inc- 
reasingly burdensome foreign 
debt.- included an effort to restrain 
prices, eliminate waste — esp- 
ecially in the distribution of food 
— and reduce subsidies. 

Mr. Lutfi said he realised some 
of the government's economic 
plans might be unpopular but he 
was confident he could convince 
people that in the “long-term it is 
to their benefit”. 

To encourage foreign inv- 
estmenL Mr. Lutfi proposed str- 
eamlining the system of inv- 


estment applications so Aiat inv- 
estors would have to deal with 
only a single government dep- 
artment. 

“if there is any complaint" Mr. 
Lutfi said, the person involved 
“can come to my office to speak 
with me and I shah find a solution 
for him.” \

Industry returns to normal in Bangladesh 

DHAKA (R) — Industry in Bangladesh resumed full production 
Tuesday following Monday's six-hour general strike which cul- 
minated with workers rampaging through the streets of Dhaka 
setting fire to vehicles and damaging shops. Opposition political 
groups called the strike after security forces lolled two workers 
and injured 30 during a pay dispute at the country's biggest jute 
mill near Dhaka. Monday's stoppage halted work in all Ban- 
gladesh's 69 jute mills, which employ 130.000 worker*. Other 
industries were also affected. 

Turkish inflation rate soars 

ANKARA (R) — Hie Turkish government's efforts to bring 
down inflation took a severe knock Tuesday when the state sta- 
tistics institute reported that retail prices jumped 6.3 per cent in 
Octol>er. The rise was the biggest since one of 6.9 per cent in May 
last year and followed an increase of 4.7 per cent in September! 
The rise pushed the annual inflation rate in October to 43.5 per 
cent from 40.y per cent in September, the institute said, citing 
higher prices for clothing and food as major factors in the inc- 
rease.The government originally set an inflation target for J 985 of 
25 per cent but has now fixed this as next year's goal. 

Cocom to ease export limits to China 

TOKYO (R) — Cocom, the Western body which restricts str- 
ategic exports to communist nations, will soon ease restrictions for 
China, a Japanese foreign ministiy official said Tuesday. Kyodo 
news agency reported earlier that Cocom (the Coordinating 
Committee for export Control) would ease limits on about 30 
items, including medium, small and personal computers and adv- 
anced automatic machine tools. Cocom memlrers need approval 
from the entire 15-nation body to export sensitive, high- 
techno logy goods to communist coun tries. Cocom includes Japan, 
the United States and the NATO nations. 

Subroto warns of oil price plunge 

JAKARTA (R) —Indonesian Oil Minisrer Subroto said Tuesday . 
world oil prices could fall below $20 a barrel if the international f . 
market was flooded with crude. But a price war could he avoided t 
if all OPEC members and other oil producers cooperated to limit ; , 
production. Dr. Subroto said. Crude prices currently range bet- 
ween around $25 and $30 a barrel. Dr. Subroto has urged that 
consumers join OPEC and other producers in efforts to control 
world supply and demand.

OSLO ( R) — Mr. Fred Olsen, rec- 
lusive shipping magnate and int- 
ernational corporate financier, 
has stunned Norway's business 
community by relinquishing the 
cornerstone of his worldwide 
commercial empire. 

The softly-spoken Olsen, who 
employs some 40.000 people aro- 
und' the world, announced last 
week he would sell all his shares in 
the Aker Mek. Verksted Group. 
Norway’s largest manufacturer of 
North Sea oil rigs. 

Corporate analysts in Oslo said 
the sale by Mr. Olsen, believed tp 
be Norway's richest man. sig- 
nalled a change in policy away 
from the offshore business which 
has been at the heart of his act- 
ivities until now. • 

Mr. Olsen is hetter known out- 
side Norway as the head of watch 
manufacturer Timex, but his int- 
ernational business connections 
have their roots in the shipping 
fleet developed by his grandfather 
in the last century. 

Mr. Olsen. 56. said the Aker 
sale would net h is group about 650 
million crowns ($82 million), vir- 
tually pure profit as the original 
investment was made Mien the 
company was formed 75 years 
ago. 

The analysts said there were 
also signs that Mr. Olsen, who has 
headed the family concern for 


more than 20 years, was preparing 
to hand over some power to ano- 
ther member of his family. 

His 29-year-old daughter Ane- 
tte has emerged as a powerful inf- 
luence in the many holding com- 
■ parties that make up the Olsen 
empire, and has broken her 
publicity-shy father's tradition of 
keeping the media at arm’s length. 

Business associates in Oslo say 
Mr. Olsen has unrivalled Acumen, 
which he showed in selling off 
most of the 60-strong shipping 
fleet built up before the oil crisis of 
the I97Qs wreaked havoc on the 
world tanker market. 

They said he was now con- 
centrating on the microelectronic 
and computer industry and his sale 
of Aker could be seen as a warn mg 
that Norway’s offshore oil boom 
was under threat. 

But Norway’s crude oil pro- 
duction is increasing rapidly at the 
moment, with expected pro- 
duction of over one million barrels 
per day next year, and Aker has 
been closely involved in dozens of 
contracts for North Sea ope- 
rations. 

Mr. Olsen, a controversial fig- 
ure who some critics argue has 
ridden rough-shod over aut- 
horities who resist his plans, has 
developed a complex pyramid- 
like financial structure under an * 
Oslo-based holding company cal- 


led A/S <uatro. 

Researchers into his empire, 
which stretches across more than 
20 nations, have been frustrated 
by the secrecy surrounding his 
business affairs. He has even been 
known to call the police to prevent 
his .photograph being taken in 

A former dose associate des- 
cribes Mr. Olsen as a workaholic. 
“He works without cease and 
seems to have unlimited energy, 
running everywhere. In factl have 
never seen him walk." 

Mr. Aker, one of Norway's lar- 
gest industrial concerns, had been 
an increasing drain on the Olsen 
group until it was restructured last 
year. Mr. Olsen then more than 
halved his stake in it from the 76 
per cent the family had owned for 
75 years, and last week’s sale of 
29.8 per cent will mean he has few 
oil-based activities. 

Norway’s Norcem A/S has agr- 
eed to buy Mr. Olsen’s Aker Hol- 
ding. a deal which analysts said 
bad been possible only beacause 
Aker is once again profitable after 
the restructuring. 

in a curt statement. Mr. Olsen 
said he had no plans for the profits 
from the Aker sale. “Other than 
to protect ourselves in the tur- 
bulent economic period of change 
we are going through.”

Outside the marked or fenced 
perimeters at summit sites troops 
will shout the warning "halt" 
once, the suspected person must 
stop immediately and follow ins- 
ttuctions. he >aid. 

"This warning will be given only 
unee and then the troops will open 
Fire". Fontanet said, commenting 
to Reuters on security instructions 
issued by Geneva's Department of 
Police and Justice. 

The Swiss have called up 2.000 
soldiers to back some i.500 pol- 


ice. They will be protecting a 10- 
kilometre stretch of shoreline 
along Lake Geneva during the 
Nov. I y-20 summit. 

Mr. Reagan and Soviet leader 
Mikhail Gorbachev will spend 
about five days in Geneva for the 
summit.

Indonesian 
army accused 
of shooting 
wounded 
protesters 

JAKARTA (R) — A witness in a 
subversion trial Tuesday accused 
Indonesian troops of shooting 
wounded protesters and driving 
an army truck over demonstrators 
lying on the ground to avoid bul- 
lets after a riot in Jakarta lastyear. 

Yusron. a 21 -year-old une- 
mployed Jakarta resident, told a 
court he was shot four times by 
troops and hundled into an army 
truck piled high with bodies. 

“There were three layers (of 
people) under me... and three on 
top of me." said Yusron. a defence 
witness in the trial of retired Gen. 
Hartono Dharsono. 

Yusron. wounded during the 
Muslim riot in the rundown port 
area of Tanjung Priok. said in a 
rare eyewitness account that he 
passed out shortly after being 
thrown into the truck and woke up 
three days later in hospital. 

“I saw troops shooting injured 
people ... I saw trucks run over 
people who had thrown the- 
mselves to the ground to avoid 
bullets.” he told the court. 

More than 1.000 people che- 
ered Yus ron's testimony in front 
of three truck-loads of armed riot 
police. 

Defence lawyers asked Yusron 
to CMimaLe how many died in the 
riot of September last year, but the 
question was over-ruled by the 
judge. 

Dharsono — a former secretary 
general of the \ssociation of 
South East Asian Nations 
(ASEAN) — was incensed at the 
judge's decision to block the que- 
stion. 

“I’m facing a death sentence 
and all questions relevant to my 
defence should not lie over- 
ruled." he told the oourt. 

Dharsono is being tried for a 
series of offences including co- 
authoring a pamphlet which cha- 
llenged the military's account of 
the riot which erupted after fiery 
Islamic sermons critical of Pre- 
sident Suharto's military-backed 
government. 

Several key points in Yusron's 
testimony conflicted sharply with 
official versions of the riot, in 
which the military said 30 people 
were killed. 

Yusron accused troops of sta- 
rling the riot liy opening fire into 
the unarmed crowd at close range 
without warning. The militaiy's 
version is that troops fired war- 
ning shots and the crowd was 
armed with sickles and crowbars. 

Later the prosecution asked 
Yusron how he knew those in the 
truck with him were dead. “I, 
didn’t know.” he replied. 

Yusron said after the sermons 
about 10.000 people chanting 
“Allah is Great” marched on a 
police station to demand the rel- 
ease of four mosque attendants 
held after a row with security off- 
icers. The government said there 
were 1,500 rioters. 

The protesters were met by tro- 
ops who formed a tight barrier 
before they reached the station 
and ordered them to half Yusron 
said. 

“The troops later took two Steps 
back and suddenly fired into the 
crowd." 


Yuri Zhukov, one of the new- 
spaper’s chief political observers, 
said the Reagan administration 
had shown by its actions a wil- 
lingness to oust leaders who did 
□ot fit into its global strategy. 

The article was the latest in a 
series attacking President Rea- 
gan’s speech last month to the 
United Nations in which he said 
regional issues should be a major 
feature at next week's U.S. -Soviet 
summit in Geneva. 

In h& address, Mr. Reagan said 
conflicts in Afghanistan. Angola, 
Ethiopia, Kampuchea and Nic- 
aragua had to be resolved to red- 
uce superpower tensions. 

Zhukov said the United States 
considered it had a right to int- 
erfere wherever it liked. 

“Statements come again and 
again from Washington... over a 
certain right of the United States 
to decide at its own discretion 
which governments in other cou- 
ntries are ‘legitimate’ and which 
are not." he said. 


Muzorewa 
quits politics 

HARARE (R) — Bishop Abe! 
Muzorewa. a former Zimbabwean 
prime minister and leader of the 
United African National Council 
(UANC). has resigned from the 
party and quit politics, a UANC 
official said Tuesday. 

Party Secretary-General Edw- 
ard Mazaiwana told Reuters that 
Muzorewa. .who Ls in the United 
States, had sent letters to senior 
UANC officials in Zimbabwe last 
month informing them of his res- 
ignation. 

Mr. Mazaiwana declined to give 
any other details. But the Herald 
newspaper reported Tuesday 
that Muzorewa said in the letters 
the UANC should either call a 
congress to elect a new leader or 
disband and allow party members 
to join other political org- 
anisations. . 

The UANC failed to win a seat 1 
in Zimbabwe's first post- 
independence general elections 
last July. 


S. African 
police kill 
2 black 
women 

JOHANNESBURG (R) -South 
African police said Tuesday they 
shot dead two black women in 
overnight protests, adding to the 
more than 800 people who have 
died in unrest in the last 13 
months. 

The pqlice report coincided 
with a commentary of state radio 
defending plans almost to double 
the size of the police force by enl- 
isting nearly 40.000 extra mem- 
bers by 1995. 

The radio commentary, ref- 
lecting official thinking, said the 
increase could reduce the amount 
of force which police had to use to 
control unrest. 

Police headquarters in Pretoria 
said one woman died after police 
fired on a crowd throwing petroi- 
1x3 ml>s at a police squad near Upi- 
ngion in the northern Cape pro- 
vince. 

The second was killed when a 
policeman fired on a crowd att- 
acking his home in Mamelodi 
township near Pretoria. 

The government called in the 
army in October last year to help 
control the unrest, but senior pol- 
icemen privately express disquiet 
over the use of young army con- 
scripts. trained to kill in anti- 
guerrilla warfare, in volatile black 
townships. 

The radio said: “The accusation 
that South Africa is a police state 
Ls. literally, absurd." It said the 
ratio of policemen to head of pop- 
ulation. 1.9 to J.000. was much 
lower than in Western Europe and 
less force was needed to curb unr- 
est if more police were available. 

In Cape Town, black nationalist 
leader Winnie Mandela, who has 
lieen given a deadline of next Fri- 
day to return to internal exile or 
face possible arrest, vowed again 
that she would defy Pretoria. 

Mrs. Mandela is in Cape Town 
to be with her husband Nelson, 
who has been in jail for over 20 
years for sabotage hut is currently 
in hospital under heavy guard rec- 
overing from prostate surgery. 

She said her husband, still ack- 
nowledged as leader of the out- 
lawed African National Congress 
(ANC) guerrilla group which is 
fighting white rule, was rec- 
overing. 


G. Americans agree 
on political declaration 


Soviet forces launch 
fresh Afghan offensive 


ISLAMABAD (R) - Soviet-led 
forces backed by bombers and hel- 
icopters have launched a fresh 
anti-guerrilla offensive in the 
Western Afghan province of 
Herat bordering Iran, Western 
diplomats said here Tuesday. 

They said they had reports of 
heavy fighting in’Zindajan district 
west of Herat town, the provincial 
capital, with 35 Soviet soldiers kil- 
led and 1 5 captured by guerrillas 
in one battle. 

Aircraft have bombed villages 
west and south of Herat town to 
secure lines of communications 
for the Soviet and Afghan gov- 
ernment forces, they said. 

The guerrillas shot down at least 
one helicopter near Herat on Ocl 
30. they said. There was no ind- 
ependent confirmation of the rep- 
ort. 

The diplomats also reported 
continued Fighting m the strategic 
northern valley of Panjsher and 
said many wounded, soldiers had 
been brought to hospitals in the 
capital Kabul. 

The diplomats said 52 people 
were reported killed in the Logar 
Valley south of Kabul on Nov. 5 
when helicopters bombed a laTge 
numlier of buses loaded with civ- 
ilians seeking to cross the liorder 
into Pakistan. 

In Kabul, guerrillas overran an 
Afghan government post on 
Wednesday night, killing or cap- 
turing a number of soldiers and 
also launched rocket attacks, on 
the Soviet embassy and airport, 
they said. 

The official Kabul Radio con- 
firmed the fighting in Herat last 
Friday saying security forces had 
killed 350 reliels. taken 75 pri- 


soners. destroyed a rebel training 
base and hospital and seized wea- 
pons. ammunition and explosives. 

The radio .said the area had 
been cleared of “counter- 
revolutionaries" and peace and 
calm were being restored. 

But the diplomats quoted rep- 
orts received by them as saying 
fighting was continuing on Friday. 
The offensive had begun on Oct. 
20 or 22. they said. 

The diplomats said additional 
Afghan troops were recently sent 
to Panjsher where the guerrillas 
were reported to have attacked a 
Soviet camp three weeks ago kil- 
ling 16 soldiers and destroying a 
helicopter. 

More than 1 00 injured soldiers 
were brought to Kabul hospitals 
from Panjsher on Nov. 9. 

The guerrillas have pulled back 
from most of the main valley and 
Soviet troops have blocked passes 
to stop their return before spring, 
they said. The valley commands 
the main highway from the Afg- 
han capital to the Soviet liorder. 

The guerrillas took over a 
hydro-electric power station near 
Cliak Wardak town in Wardak 
province two weeks ago but were 
driven off by a Soviet counter- 
attack in which 25 civilians were 
killed, the diplomats said. 

The diplomats also said about 

10.000 people attended an anti- 
U.S. rally staged liefore the Ame- 
rican embassy in Kabul on Nov. 6. 

Kabul Radio had said about 

300.000 people attended the rally 
which protested against President 
Reagan's criticism of the Soviet 
military presence in Afghanistan 
in a speech to the U.N. General 
Assembly last month. 


LUXEMBOURG (R) - Nic- 
aragua and its neighbours have 
agreed on the text of a political 
declaration they are due to issue in 
conjunction with the European 
Community (EC) here, diplomats 
said. 

Speaking as 21 Community and 
Latin American foreign ministers 
resumed talks here aimed at hel- 
ping to bring peace to Central 
America, the diplomats said the 
deal was agreed at a breakfast 
meeting Tuesday. 

The meeting was sponsored by 
the four Contadora nations which 
have been trying to bring peace to 
the region since 1983. 

The diplomats gave no details 
but said the text agreed by the 
■ Central Americans had still to be 
approved by the Community cou- 
ntries and Spain and Portugal. 
However, this should not pose any 
problems. 

Nicaragua insisted Monday on a 
clear condemnation of what it cal- 
led Washington’s interference in 
its affairs, clouding prospects for 
the signing of an historic coo- 
peration agreement with the 
Communiy. 

Honduran Foreign Minister 
Edgardo Paz B arnica later con- 
firmed that an agreement had 
been reached. 

He said difficulties posed by the 
Nicaraguan demand for an anti- 
U.S. clause had been avoided by 
including a general condemnation 
of terrorism in all its forms. 

Diplomats said the Nicaraguans 
had wanted a condemnation of 
what they described as “state ter- 
rorism." regarded as a reference 
to U.S. support for the Contra 
rebels opposing its Sandinista 
government. 

The Honduran minister said the 
declaration would also call for an 
end to foreign military presence in 
the region and an end to the arms 
race there. 

The European Bloc is neg- 
otiating its first economic accord 
and a pact opening former pol- 
itical dialogue with Costa Rica. El 


Salvador. Guatemala, Honduras. 
Nicaragua and Panama. 

The talks were called by the 
Community to try to give a new 
push to the four-nation Contadora 
Group's initiative to solve the reg- 
ion’s problems without outside 

interference. 

Nicaraguan Deputy Foreign 
Minister Victor Hugo Tinoco told 
journalists the U.S. must end what 
he called its war with Nicaragua 
before his country cut its military 
build-up. described by other Cen- 
tral American states as a major 
block to the Contadora’ s plan. 

On Monday Nicaraguan Pre- ! 
sident Daniel Ortega said a peace 
plan for Central America could 
succeed only if the United States 
ended its support for rebels bat- 
tling his government. 

Mr. Ortega told a news con- 
ference Nicaragua would find it 
difficult to accept the revised j 
peace plan by the four-nation j 
Contadora Group if the United , 
States did not first sign a separate ; 
agreement to end support for the 
rebels. 

“No solution or document will 
be effective in Central America 
while the North American gov- 
ernment does not cease com- 
pletely direct or indirect agg- 
ression against the people of Nic- 
aragua.'* he said. 

The Defence Ministry said 30 
Nicaraguan militia members were 
killed Monday in clashes with reb- 
els trying to capture a road linking 
Managua and the town of Rama, 
about 200 kilometres east of the 
capital. 

Mr. Ortega described U.S. sup- 
port for the insurgents as part of a 
policy of “brutal, immoral agg- 
ression" in Central America and 
accused the Reagan adm- 
inistration of attempting to block 
peaceful solutions to regional 
problems. 

He read out a letter stating Nic- 
aragua's response to a revised 
peace plan by the Contadora 
group. 



Danish prince 
suspended from 
school 


Poles urge thorough 
probe into student’s death 


WARSAW (R) - Some 1.400 
polish doctors and health workers 
twve - petitioned- for a thorough 
inquiry, into the case of student 
Marein Antonowicz. 19, who died 
from head injuries after being det- 
ained by police, opposition sou- 
rces said Tuesday. 

His parents, Krystyna and Kaz- 
hnierz. are doctors in the hospital 
at Olsztyn, northern Poland, 
where Antonowicz died on Nov. 2 
after two weeks of unc- 
onsciousness. 

The inquiry was urged by 309 
health workers in the Olsztyn area 
and 1,100 Warsaw medical staff. 

An official investigation is 
under way. The government has 
said Antonowicz died of injuries 
after jumping from a moving pol- 
ice truck in Olsztyn. Police said 
they had intended to take him to 
sohering-up station as he had been 
drinking. 


The Olsztyn petitioners also 
want the case transferred from the 
local prosecutor’s office to the 
prosecutor general in Warsaw. 

Meanwhile Lech Walesa, leader 
of Poland's banned Solidarity 
movement said in a speech read 
on his behalf Monday that con- 
tinuing repression of workers’ 
rights there could lead to a mas- 
sive and violent outbreak of pro- 
test. 

“We try to keep our struggle 
non-vioIenL" Mr. Walesa saiain 
the text read to the Oxford Union 
(university debating society) by 
Lord Chappie, former general 
secretary of Britain’s Electricians 
Union. , 

“But thescaleof the repressions 
and the arrogance of die aut- 
horities in the face of society's 
authentic aspirations may one day 
provoke an outbreak on a gigantic 
scale. 


Vietnamese appear to have 
launched another offensive 


BANGKOK(R) — Vietnam app- 
ears to have launched fresh efforts 
to crush Kampuchean guerrillas 
with actions this week involving 
both tiie Khmer Rouge and Thai 
troops, Thai military officers said 
Tuesday. 

Sporadic clashes lie tween the 
Vietnamese and guerrillas con- 
tinued inside Kampuchea Tue- 
sday. they said. But Thai marines 
had driven an estimated 1 00 Vie- 
tnamese troops off Thai soil at a 
cost of two marines wounded, a 
Thai navy spokesman said. 

Vietnamese infantrymen seized 
a stronghold from the Khmer 
Rouge's 41 5th division on Sunday 
and chased more than 100 gue- 
rrillas across the horder into Cha- 
ntabiiri province in eastern Tha- 
iland. the spokesman said. 

A senior Thai staff officer who 
asked that he not lie identified 
predicted further Vietnamese- 


Thai clashes in border areas and 
concentrated attacks on Khmer 
Rouge fighters in the Kam- 
puchean interior. 

But he said clashes between 
Thai and Vietnamese forces sho- 
uld not he as severe as a year ago 
when Hanoi mobilised army div- 
isions at the start of the dry season 
to dismantle all major Kam- 
puchean guerrilla bases along the 
Thai- Kampuchean border. 

Western diplomats estimate 
there are more than 30.000 
Khmer Rouge fighters in Kam- 
puchea supplied by small bases 
along the Thai border. 

Although two non-Communist 
guerrilla groups claim to have 

25.000 fighters. Western emb- 
assies here believe fewer than 

3.000 are actually fighting in the 
Kampuchean interior because of 
internal quarrels and Hanoi's last 
dry season offensive. 


Festival of light ends respite for Bombay slum-dwellers 


BOMBAY (R) — India's festival 
of light cast a shadow Tuesday 
over 200.000 people living on 
Bombay’s pavements and teeming 
shanty towns. 

Blazing fireworks and the fli- 
ckering of millions of tiny oil 
lamps signalled the end of a brief 
respite for slum-dwellers who face 
eviction from makeshift homes of 
cardlioard. corrugated iron and 
tin. 

Bombay municipal corporation 
was due to implement a supreme 
court ruling to evict the dwellers 
chi Nov. 1 before the annual fes- 
tival of Diwaii began. 

“We have decided to wait until 
after Diwaii on humanitarian 
grounds." said G.K. FQiaimar. 
who heads a special unit set up to 
cany out the evictions. 

Tne decision gave slum dwellers 
two more weeks to prepare obj- 
ections to the court order which 


authorised the removal of people 
living in public places. 

Bombay, with a population of 
8.5 million, is India's second most 
overcrowded city. Officials est- 
imate the numlier of slum- 
dwellers in Bombay has risen since 
1976 from 2.8 million to 4.3 mil- 
lion. r 

All political parties in Bombay 
have criticised the court verdict 
except the regional Shiv Sena 
Party which rules Ihe city’s civic 
council. 

When Shiv Sena won municipal 
elections earlier this year it pro- 
mised to return India's com- 
mercial centre to people from 
Maharashtra state, of which Bom- 
bay te the capital. 

Maharashtra people form the 
largest linguistic group in Bombay 
and some fear they are being 
swamped by migrant workers who 


live mostly in slums or on the pav- 
ements. 

Shiv Sena leader Pramod Nyw- 
alkar said evictions would be gra- 
dual with an initial 200,000 peo- 
ple earmarked, in order to avoid a 
public outcry. But the slum- 
dwellers are determined to put up 
a Fight. 

Four emaciated youths staged a 
hunger strike in front of a shack 
set up as resistance headquarters 
on a bleak strelcb of road in the 
dock area. 

Inside, Rais Khan, a union lea- 
der who came to Bombay 30 years 
ago. said: “If the corporation goes 
ahead with the evictions some of 
us will fast to death to arouse the 
nation's conscience.” 

The supreme court ruling said 
those slum-dwellers with identity 
cards given out during a 1976 cen- 
sus would be given other acc- 
ommodation but did not cover 


those without cards. 

The Maharashtra state gov- 
ernment. ruled by Prime Minster 
Rajiv Gandhi’s Congress (I) 
Party, said last month that it would 
provide alternative sites for those 
evicted but has not yet announced, 
plans. 

Khaimar said the corporation 
had found land at Malwani. 40 
kilometres from Bombay, for 
about 3.000 families. 

Even if alternative homes could 
be found for all the slum-dwellers, 
some would be reluctant to leave 
the city. “We would be spending | 
most of our meagre earnings and 
time commuting" said Digam ber 
Dongre. a scrap-metal dealer. 

Hirabai, a 40-year-old woman 
vegetable seller who has lived on* 
the pavement for 20 years, said: 
“No lamps will be lit in these huts ■ 
this Diwaii." ! 


COPENHAGEN (R) - Prince 
Joachim of Denmark, the 16- 
year-old son of Jueen Margrethe 
and Prince Henrik, has been sus- 
pended from school for one week 
after rowdy pupils forced a school 
play to be abandoned, the daily 
BerlingskeTidende reported Tue- 
sday. the prince was one of eight 
pupils sent home from the fas- 
hionable Oeregaard School in 
Copenhagen where members of 
the audience at a school comedy 
made catcalls and blew sweets 
through peashooters at the actors, 
according to press reports. Joa- 
chim's brother. Crown Prince 
Frederik. 17. escaped with a rep- 
rimand. Berlingske Tidende said. 
The school headmaster was not 
available for comment but an off- 
icial spokesman at Amalienborg 
Palace, the Danish royal family's 
residence in Copenhagen, said the 
report “appears to he correct”. 

Acid-thrower 
sentenced to hang 

DHAKA (R) — A 35-year-old 
m businessman has been sentenced 
to hang by a military court in the 
western district pf Jessore for thr- 
owing nitric acid on his divorced 
wife in July last year, court off- 
icials said Tuesday. They said 
Moazzem H ossa in, who was sen- 
tenced Monday, will become the 
fifth man to be sent to the gallows 
since a martial law ordinance was 
issued in September to crack down 
on crime, particularly against 
women. The ruling provides for 
death or life imprisonment for 
murder, rape, torture of women 
and acid-throwing. Court cha- 
irman Maj. Golam Mustafa Khan 
told reporters Razia Begum Emily 
divorced Hossain after he “used 
his wife for monetary gains against 
her wilL” In revenge. Hossain 
broke into the house of Emily’s 
second husband and maimed her 
permanently by spraying acid, he 
added. 

Halley’s Comet seen 
with the naked eye 

PASADENA. California (R) - 
ILS. and British astronomers per- 
ched on mountains in California 
and Hawaii viewed Halley’s 
Comet with the naked eye during 
its first appearance in 76 years, a 
spokesman has said. Jim Wilson of 
NASA's Jet Propulsion Lab- 
oratory (JPL) said JPL scientists 
Charles Morris and Steven Edh- 
erg made the first official unaided 
observation of the comet early on 
Friday morning from a mountain 
spot 7.000 feet (2.100 metres) 
above sea level. Alan Pickup of 
the United Kingdom infrared tel- 
escope group made his sighting 
from aliout 9.000 feet (2.700 met- 
res) at Halepohaku. Hawaii, 
about 45 minutes with the naked 
eye in this apparition (of Halley s 
Comet), and in both cases they 
looked with binoculars to make 
damn sure." Wilson, who is wor- 
king with the International Halley 
Watch, told Reuters. Named after 
1 7th Century English astronomer 
Edmund Halley, the first scientist 
to forecast the date of its return, 
the comet will be closest to earth 
next April II. about 39 million 
miles away, and will he visible 
until May. It will not return again 
until around 2061. 

Bookmakers predict 
Jamaican to win 
Miss World pageant 

LONDON (R) — Seventy-eight 
young women prepare to fight it 
out for the 35th annual Miss 
World title this week with boo- 
kmakers agreeing after days of 
dissent on a teenage Jamaican 
student as the favourite. With two 
days to go until the final line-up at 
■London's Royal Albert Hall on 
Thursday. Britain’s two leading 
bookmakers both listed 19- 
year-old Alison Bametl as fav- 
ourite at odds of 5-1 and 6-J 
to win the £30.000 
(S42.000). prize. Other leading 
contenders include Miss Iceland 
and Miss Finland, who had been a 
favourite since last Thursday. This 
year’s competitors have been spa- 
red much of the publicity tra- 
ditionally surrounding details of 
(heir private lives in the nm-up to 
the contest, expected to attract a 
worldwide television audience of 
some 700 million. Instead popular 
newspapers, always striving for a- 
scandal in connection with the 
event, have struck at the heart of 
the contest itself. Thtty have dev- 
oted full pages to allegations that
